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FARM  INCOME  IN  I962  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  I963 


Summary 

Net  income  realized  by  the  Nation's  farm  operators  this  year  will  be  as 
high  as  the  I96I  level  of  $12. 8  billion,  the  highest  since  1953-     This  improved 
level  of  net  farm  income  realized  in  I961  and  I962  is  likely  to  be  maintained 
in  1963.     This  favorable  outlook  for  I963  is  based  on  current  farm  legislation 
and  a  consideration  of  relevant  supply  and  demand  factors  bearing  on  the  farm 
economy.    For  example,  an  expected  gain  of  around  1-|-  percent  in  the  domestic 
market  for  farm  products  in  19^3  vill  again  reflect  population  grovrth  primarily. 
In  addition,  exports  of  farm  products  are  expected  to  total  near  this  year's 
record  level.    And  prospects  for  19^3  reflect  anticipated  effects  of  the  new 
programs  for  wheat  and  feed  grains . 

With  an  expected  further  decline  in  the  number  of  farms  in  19^3^  realized 
net  farm  income  per  farm  again  may  be  record  high.    Furthermore,  per  capita 
personal  income  of  the  farm  population  from  all  sources --farm  and  nonfarm-- 
probably  will  show  a  further  increase  in  19^3^  largely  reflecting  the  con- 
tinuing decline  in  the  fam  population. 


Through  September  this  year,  realized  net  farm  income,  seasonally  adjusted 
annual  rate,  ^■/as  estimated  about  1  percent  more  than  in  January- September  I96I. 
Realized  gross  farm  income  in  the  first  3  quarters  of  this  year  was  running 
about  2  percent  over  the  same  period  a  year  ago,  due  about  equally  to  an  in- 
crease in  cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  an  increased  rate  of  Governiaent 
payments  to  farmers.    But,  a  further  increase  in  the  rate  of  production  ex- 
penses this  year  is  about  offsetting  the  gain  in  realized  gross  income,  leaving 
realized  net  farm  income  slightly  above  the  January- September  I96I  rate. 
Fourth  quarter  developments  are  not  expected  to  materially  change  this  picture, 
and  realized  net  farm  income  for  the  full  year  I962  should  be  about  as  high  as 
in  1961. 
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Outlook  for  1963  Fami  Income 

Little  change  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  is  in  prospect  for 
1963,  reflecting  small  changes  for  most  commodities.     The  volume  of  farm  mar- 
ketings is  expected  to  total  larger  than  in  19^2,  due  mostly  to  larger  market- 
ings   of  livestock  and  livestock  products.     This  increased  movement  points  to 
the  possibility  of  a  decline  in  average  livestock  prices  in  1963,  "but  despite 
this,  cash  receipts  from  livestock  products  may  be  up  slightly  from  I962. 
Little  change  is  anticipated  in  marketings,  average  prices,  and  cash  receipts 
from  crops  in  19^3  compared  with  I962.    Further  tightening  in  international 
tensions  could  result  in  some  rise  in  farm  product  prices  next  year  and  enhance 
prospects  for  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings. 

Government  payments  to  fanners  in  19^3  probably  will  be  higher  than  in 
1962,  and  contribute  to  the  expected  small  gain  in  realized  gross  income. 
Under  the  I963  Feed  Grain  Program,  com  producers  diverting  20  percent  or  more 
of  their  base  acreage  will  receive  payments  on  the  basis  of  up  to  50  percent  of 
the  value  of  the  production  on  the  total  acreage  diverted  up  to  50  percent  of 
their  base.     In  addition,  they  will  receive  an  I8  cents  per  bushel  payment  for 
"normal"  output  on  the  acres  planted.    A  voluntary  diversion  program  for  19^3- 
crop  wheat  also  is  provided  for  in  the  new  Farm  Act.    VJheat  producers  participa- 
ting must  divert  to  conservation  uses  at  least  20  percent  of  their  wheat  acreage 
allotment.    But,  in  the  case  of  small  farms  of  less  than  I5  acres,  they  must 
divert  their  allotment  or  average  1959-61  plantings,  whichever  is  larger. 
These  participants  would  then  be  eligible  for  diversion  payments  equal  to  50 
percent  of  the  value  of  normal  output  on  the  diverted  acreage,  based  on  $1.82 
national  average  support  price,  and  for  payment  at  a  rate  of  I8  cents  a  bushel 
on  normal  production  of  the  acreage  devoted  to  wheat.     Payments  to  farmers 
under  other  programs  such  as  Soil  Bank,  Agricultural  Conservation,  and  Sugar 
and  Wool  Acts  are  not  likely  to  show  much  change  in  1963- 

Some  further  increase  in  farm  production  expenses  is  indicated  for  19^3 > 
but  probably  not  as  great  as  the  rise  experienced  this  year.     The  level  of 
average  prices  paid  for  production  items  and  services  from  the  nonfarm  sector 
will  probably  show  a  continuation  of  its  persistent  rise  in  1963-     Taxes  and 
mortgage  indebtedness  will  likely  push  up  again  in  1963^  as  in  recent  years. 
Wage  rates  may  rise  but  be  offset  by  a  contraction  in  numbers  of  hired  hands. 

The  rise  in  production  expenses  in  19^3         be  large  enough  to  about  off- 
set the  prospective  gain  in  realized  gross  farm  income.    Realized  net  income  of 
farm  operators  in  I963  is  expected  to  total  about  the  same  as  estimated  for 
this  year.    A  continued  decline  in  the  number  of  farms  in  I963  and  realized  net 
income    aroiand  the  level  of  this  year  would  result  in  a  further  gain  in  opera- 
tors '  net  income  per  farm.     Per  capita  personal  income  of  farm  people  from  all 
sources  will  likely  rise  again  in  19^3  from  the  record  level  estimated  for 
1962. 
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Farm  Income  in  I962 

Through  Septeuiber  this  year,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  totaled 
ahout  $2^.1  billion,  about  2  percent  above  the  comparable  period  of  I961.  The 
average  price  received  for  all  farm  products  in  January -Sept ember  I962  was 
about  li  percent  higher  than  in  January -Sept ember  I96I.    Nferketings  in  total 
vere  nmning  close  to  year  ago  levels  in  the  first  9  months  of  this  year.  Crop 
receipts  were  up  about  3  percent  from  January-September  I96I,  due  mostly  to 
higher  average  prices.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  up 
just  over  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier  through  this  September  because  of  frac- 
tional upturns  in  prices  and  marketings.    Among  major  fann  products,  receipts 
this  year  through  September  were  up  sharply  for  cattle  and  calves  and  cotton 
and  up  moderately  for  soybeans  and  com.     On  the  other  hand,  sharply  loi^rer  re- 
ceipts were  estimated  from  wheat,  egg,  and  orange  marketings,  and  small 
declines  were  registered  for  milk,  turkeys,  and  potatoes. 

For  the  full  year  19^2,  cash  receipts  from  both  livestock  and  livestock 
products  and  from  crops  are  expected  to  be  higher  than  in  196I.     Increased  re- 
ceipts from  meat  animals  are  expected  to  more  than  offset  small  declines  from 
marketings  of  dairy  products  and  poultry  and  eggs.    For  crops,  lower  receipts 
from  marketings  than  in  I96I  are  now  indicated  for  food  and  feed  grains  and 
from  fruits,  but  these  declines  will  be  more  than  offset  by  anticipated  gains 
in  receipts  from  marketings  of  cotton,  oil-bearing  crops,  and  vegetables. 

Government  payments  to  farmers  for  all  of  I962  are  expected  to  be  about 
$400  million  higher  than  in  I96I.     Payments  londer  the  I962  Feed  Grain  and 
V/heat  Programs  are  pushing  up  this  year's  total.    A  further  drop  in  the  value 
of  home  consiraption  of  farm  products  is  being  offset  by  an  increase  ir  the 
imputed  gross  rental  value  of  farm  dv;ellings.    For  the  full  year,  larger  cash 
receipts  from  farm  marketings  and  increased  Government  payments  indicate  a 
rise  of  1  to  2  percent  in  farmers'  realized  gross  farm  income. 

Farm  production  expenses,  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate,  through  the 
first  3  quarters  of  this  year  are  estimated  about  $600  million  more  than  in 
January-September  I96I  (table  l).     The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
production  items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates  is  about  1^  percent  above  a 
year  ago.    Through  September  this  year,  prices  paid  for  motor  vehicles  and  farm 
machinery  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  while  fertilizer,  building  and 
fencing  materials,  and  farm  supplies  showed  little  price  change  from  I961 
levels.    Prices  paid  for  items  of  farm  origin--feed,  feeder  livestock,  and 
seed--have  averaged  higher  this  year  than  last.     Interest  and  taxes  payable 
are  5  and  6  percent  higher  respectively,  while  wage  rates  are  up  3  percent. 
The  n\;!mber  of  hired  farm  workers,  however,  is  down,  and  the  total  ■v/age  bill 
will  be  little  different  than  in  I96I.     Indications  for  I962  point  to  continued 
increases  in  the  volume  of  feed,  fertilizer,  and  feeder  livestock  purchased 
by  farmers  (see  chart,  page  I5). 
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The  rise  in  farm  production  expenses  in  I962  will  likely  offset  most  or 
all  of  the  anticipated  rise  in  realized  gross  farm  income.     This  would  mean  a 
level  of  about  $12.8  billion  in  realized  net  farm  income,  the  same  as  in  I961, 
which  was  the  highest  since  1953  and  well  above  average  for  recent  years. 

CURRSOT  ESTIMATES 

Voliome  of  Marketings  in  1962 

The  physical  volume  of  farm  marketings  in  I962  is  likely  to  be  very  close 
to  the  record  high  established  in  I96I  when  inarketings  were  36  percent  higher 
than  in  the  19^'-7-^9  base  period  (table  2).     This  is  based  on  an  analysis  of 
sales  and  conditions  as  of  November  1  (see  chart,  page  15 ). 

Marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  probably  will  reach  a 
record  high  in  19^2,  but  the  increase  over  I96I  likely  will  be  slight.  In- 
creases are  indicated  for  movement  to  market  of  cattle,  hogs,  eggs,  and  milk. 
Declines  are  in  prospect  for  marketings  of  sheep  and  lambs,  farra  chickens, 
turkeys,  and  butterfat. 

Crop  marketings  in  I962  are  being  sustained  in  part  by  large  marketings 
from  the  I96I  crop  during  the  first  half  of  this  year.    But,  reduced  sales  of 
food  grains  and  feed  crops  from  current  production- -the  I962  crop--in.ll  likely 
keep  total  crop  marketings  below  the  I96I  level.     Larger  sales  are  indicated 
in  1962  for  cotton,  soybeans,  and  citrus  fruit.     Total  crop  output  in  I962  is 
indicated  to  be  slightly  below  I961.    As  in  I961  the  drop  in  I962  will  come 
mainly  in  smaller  output  of  food  and  feed  grains. 

Cash  Receipts  in  September  and  October  I962 

Cash  receipts  from  September  I962  farm  marketings  totaled  $3 '5  billion, 
compared  with  $3 '3  billion  a  year  earlier.     Prices  averaged  3  percent  higher 
than  in  September  I96I,  with  livestock  and  product  prices  up  5  percent  and 
crop  prices  about  1  percent  higher.    Marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  this  September  were  do^m  slightly  from  year  ago  levels  but  crop 
marketings  -s/ere  moderately  above  September  I961.     Increased  returns  from  mar- 
ketings of  cattle  and  calves  pushed  September  I962  receipts  from  livestock  and 
products  above  a  year  earlier  while  a  heavy  volume  of  cotton  marketings  con- 
tributed to  the  overall  gain  in  receipts  from  crops. 

October  I962  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  are  tentatively  placed  at 
$k-,^  billion,  about  3  percent  more  than  in  October  I961.     Prices  received  by 
farmers  averaged  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  the  volme  of  sales  showed 
about  the  same  gain  over  October  I961.     The  preliminary  estimate  places  live- 
stock and  products  receipts  at  $2.1  billion  in  October  I962,  higher  than  in 
October  I961,  and  receipts  from  crops  at  $2.^  billion,  down  slightly  from  a 
year  earlier.
